WASHINGTON, September 25.—The sad 
termination of Engineer Melville’s trip, on 
the return to find his wife suffering from in» 
sanity, is the subject of very general remark 
here, and earnest sympathy for Melville and 
forthe. affected wifeis felt by notonly 
his friends here but by all. For months 
there has beena feeling inthe minds of 
some who knew the circumstances relative to 
Mrs. Melville’s allowance that something 
was wrong in regard to her financial manage- 
ment. When Melville left on his voyage he 
directed that $90 per month of his salary be 
paid to his wife. This was over $1,000 per 
year, for an opportunity to earn which some 
in Government employ, many men with large 
families, are now waiting here and have been. 
for months past. Mrs. Melville had her 
house and grounds inthe suburbs of Phila- 
delphia, and having to pay no rent, and not 
being required to dress her 
children extravagantly (none of them being 


old enough to enter society), it seemed 
that the allowance was a very eomfortable 
one and all that Melville’s position would 
‘arrant, or the former experiences of his 
family lead them to require. Some montlis 
since, however, Melville was premoted and 
his pay increased so that his annual salary 
was about $2,700 instead of $2,300, or $2,400, 
as before. This increase was soon fol- 
lowed by an appeal from = Mrs. 
Melville to the Secretary of the Navy, 
Hunt, asking an increase in  allow- 
ance, and as Melville or the 
Jeannette had not then been heard from and 
they were supposed to be prepay lost, her 
appeal was granted, though without author- 
ity, and $40 per month was added to the sum 
already paid her. By and by, however, the 
Jeanette was heard from, Mel- 
ville was found to be alive, 
and when Chandler became Secretary 
of the Navyh e directed that the payment of 
the extra $40 be suspended, as it was entirely 
without authority from Engineer Melville or 
frem any official source.

These, however,did not availand she came on 
to Washington, put up at the Riggs House and 
went up and interviewed Secretary Chandler 
on the subject. She however, found him firm, 
and was obliged toreturn and content her- 
self with the original $90 per month. The 
course was looked upon as somewhat strange 
by those knowing the facts, yet no suspicion 
ot the true cause was aroused, and even when 
she failed to meet her husband at the vessel 
as he landed the only remark was that her 
absence was rather singular. Now, how- 
ever, it is learned that not only Is she con- 
sidered insane, but that the family friends 
have believed ber so fer some time.  Insan- 
itv, it is said, is in her famiiy, several re- 
lations having been sent to insane asylums 
during the past few years.

WASHINGTON SCHOOLS. 
. The opening of the schools of Washington, 
publie and private, and the arrival of num- 
bers of pupils from various parts of the 
country, leads to the remark that Washing- 
ton is becoming a great educational center. 
The public schoo!s are conceded by many to 
be the best that the country affords, asis 
evidenced by the fact that children ofCabinet 
officers, Congressmen and milionaires eagerly 
enter them and push for advantageous places 
intheir classes. ‘The private schools are 
very numerous and excellent, and have 
among their attendance pupils from everv 
part, notonly of this country, but of the 
world. Many of ‘the Southern members 
of Congres recognize and accept 
the advantages of Washington 
schools. The family of Senator 
Butler, of South Carolina, has just arrived 
here and taken up quarters for the entire 
school year on Thirteenth street, near Penn- 
sylvania avenue. Besides the schools them- 
selves there are adjuncts whieh no other city 


possesses, such as the Smithsonian, ile Na- 
tional Museum, the Patent Office, the Signal 
Service, «the Agricuitural and  Botan- 
ical Gardens, the Supreme Court for law stu- 
dents, the Corcoran Gallery of Art, the great 
Congressional Library and the special libra- 
ries of the various departments. 
FOLGER’S NOMINATION. 

The general belief in political circles here, 
is that the nomination of Folger for Governor 
of New York, is practically the first step in 
a fight for the renomination of Arthur. Per- 
haps it would be better to call it a ‘“‘feeler’’ 
for Arthur in ’84. At least it is pretty evi- 
dent that that will be the result, and that it 
was so understood and aceepted by the Ad- 
ministration. President Arthur came to the 
Presidential chair under circtimstances more 
painful and delicate and trying than those in 
which any President ever undertook the 
office. That he succeeded in his first year, 
which ended with the day of the nomination 
of Folger, without.any serious attacks upon 
his Adininistration, by either wing of his di- 
vided party or by the opposing party, is con- 
side most remarkable, aud it is, to say 
the least, a singular coincidence that the an- 
niversary of his entrance upon the duties of 
his office should be signalized by the success 
of this first step in the chain of events that 
are intended to make him his own successor. 
Besides the belief that this is the real meaning 
of the nomination of Folger for Governor of 
New York, there is also a belief that he is the 
strongest man that could have been nomina- 
ted. He carried the State for Chief Justice 
by a vote far in excess of that given Garfield

MADAGASCAR MEN. 

A party of foreign gentlemen are expected 
here soon representing the Government of the 
[sland of Madagascar. ‘They left that island 
some weeks since fora tour of France, Ger- 
many, England and the United States. The 
head of the commission, a gentleman of the 
name of Ravoninahitriniarivo, is a nephew of 
the Prime Minister to the Queen who rules 
the Island of Madagasear. So far as can be 
made out the object of the visit is to make 
the present Government more “‘solid,”’ so to 
speak, with the nations sending consuls to 
Madagascar, and to arrive at some more defi- 
nite understanding regarding some claims to 
authority there set up by France. Consul 
Robinson, representing the United States in 
Madagasear, made a year or two ago a com- 
mercial treaty with Madagascar, some parts 
of which have yet been unfulfilled by the 
Government, and it is probable that this sub- 
jéct may also form a part of the weighty 
business on which the gentleman with the

DISARMING THE INDIANS. 

The announcement that the Indian Bureau 
will hereafter refuse to allow the Indian po- 
lice in the far West breech-loading rifles is 
understood to be the first step in the gradual 
disarming of the hostile Indians, which Sec- 
retary Teller has had under contemplation 
for some time. He believes that this com- 
bined with practical education, such as is af- 
forded by the Carlisle school, is the true so- 
lution of the ‘Indian problem.”

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PARISIAN MOUNTEBANKS. 


People Who Make Their Headquarters 
at the Inn of the Phenomena.

A few days ago the police of Paris made a 
raid on the strange customers who frequent 
that extraordinary inn, the Auberge des Phe- 
homenes, and arrested thirty men and women 
of Italian, Spanish, Polish, English, Russian 
and Austrian nationality, belonging more or 
less to the class of phenomena.

This year, owing to the re- 
establishment of the suburban fairs and 
fetes, mountebanks, giants, monstrosities, 
khroumirs, bearded women, elastic men, tor- 
pedo girls and other curious creatures have 
flocked to Paris in greater numbers than ever 
with their earavans, tents, cattle and chat- 
tels. The camping quarter in the intervals 
khetween the fairs is on the great plains to the 
north of Paris, and particularly on the wastes 
of Saint-Ouen. The Auberge de Phenomenes 
on the Route de la Revolte serves as head- 
quarters, as it were the exchange, of the 
mountebanks, where the managers transact 
their business and make their engagements. 
As for the thirty persons arrested, they have 
been sent, the men to Mazas, the women to 
Saint Lazare. As criminals they are no more 
interesting than other criminals. The 
Auberge des$Phenomenes is on the long,gray, 
doleful Route de Revolte, between Cour- 
celles and Neuilly. The building is the com- 
monplace, dirty-white wineshop common to 
the suburbs of Paris, surrounded with a low 
palisade. The door, surmounted by a sign, 
gives access to a court-yard, planted with 
puling acacia trees, on each side of which 
run long sheds, whose roofs are supported 
by knotted and sinister-looking posts. The 
business part of the house is a long ground 
floor room, parallel with the road, from 
which it is divided bv the court-yard. This 
room is divided into two parts, one reserved 
for the inn-keeper’s family, and the other 
for first-class customers. Access to the 
room is given by a double glass door, facing 
which is another glass door leading into the 
garden. The garden isa big desolate waste, 
as verdureless in spring asin autumn. Even 
the hedge that surrounds it is black. At the 
bottom of the garden are half a dozen tum- 
ble-down huts, dignified by the name of 
“pavilions,” which the inn-keeper lets out 
by the night, the week or the month—pay- 
ment in advanee. As for the rest the 
hirer is unmolested. The inn itself in utterly 
isolated. In the distance may be seen t! 


ie 
gray line of the fortifications; tothe right is 
a baek view of the houses of Neuilly, and to 
the left the road follows its. curve toward 
Saint Denis and Saint-Ouen. 

The innkeeper’s name is Thodor, a_ short, 
thick-set man, formerly a ‘‘strong man,” or 
Hercules. 
three hundred and twenty pounds, but 
has never drawn any professional advantage 
from her hugeness, and now, she says, she is 
too old “‘to go on the stage.’”’ ‘The couple 
seem to live happily. Mamie looks after the 
counter, and Thodor, clad in threadbare vel- 
vet trappings and dirty tights, drinks and 
talks with the customers who may happen 
to drop in on their way to this or that fete in 
the environs. From time to time the cara- 
vans of some grand enterprise call with a 

art of their company. “The Brothers 
Yoechin,” “The Toilers of the Sea,” ‘The 
Mustapha Besef,” an Arabian company, 
“The Mysteries of the Galleys,” ‘‘The Infer- 
no and its Damnations,” an anatomical 
museum, a “diorama of the siege,” a “‘sanc- 
tuary of strong men,’ a circus, a menagerie. 
“Miss Edith and herlions,” gingerbread 
stalls, the man fish, and the panther woman. 
On such oecasions Thodor, in spite of his 
Herculean throat, generally ends under the 
table, but Mamie is too busy with the till to 
trouble herself about her husband. 

The fair business, like everything else, has 
not resisted the march of progress. Mecitan- 
ical contrivances, tinsel and iimposture have 
killed the artist. Even in the circuses there 
are few performers who work with the im- 
petuous courage of true artists; few of them 
‘font le peril,” as their phrase runs. The 
spirit of bourgeoisisme has found its way 
among the mountebanks. Bohemianism is 
not so common among them as it used to be. 
The foree of capital has asserted itself, and 
the monstrosities, Herculeses, rope-walkers, 
serpent men, etc., are employed by honest and 
methodical bwsiness men, whose perambu- 
lating establishments are worth large sunis of 
money. Still, in spite of progress, the Au- 
berge des Phenomenes remains the great ren- 
dezvous of the profession, and managers on 
the lookout for novelties often come there to 
fill up their programme. 

The Parisian fairs, like the annual ginger- 
bread fair and the Neuilly pleasure fair, cause 
large sums of money to change hands, and 
the value of the stock is very considerable. 
The municipality levies a tax of two franes a 
square meter for the space and lays on gas. 
The traveling theaters, like those of Cocherie, 
Delile and Marketti, which are famous all 
over France, are worth about $10,000. ‘They 
generally play a spectacular piece, to mount 
which costs them half that sum. Their re- 
eeipts forthe fair month averagein Paris 
$5,000, the entrance being from ten to forty 
cents. The erier who delivers enticing | 
speeches at the door is paid from $10 | 
to $12 a week: the clown $8 a week; | 
the musicians eighty cents a daw; the 
walking gentlemen and “supers” = sixty 
to seventy cents. The stock of the wiid 
beast shows represents the greatest value at 
the fair. Bidel’s animals are valued at $60,- 
000, and the cages and rolling stock at $40,000. 
The men who look after the menagerie earn | 
$8 aweek. Bidel; the lion tamer, gave me 
some curious statistics about menageries and 
the cost of beasts. An ordinary adult lion is 
worth $1,600, and costs $1 50 to $2 adav for 
his food ; an ordinary tiger, price $1,000, cost 
of food $1 50 to $2; eléphant, $1,200, cost of 
food $1 a day; panther, $160, cost of food $1; 
a serpent, $40, eats twice a year a blanket in 
default of arabbit. The chief wild beast 
market in France is at Havre, where there 
are two or three specialists. *The entrance 
to a menagerie varies from ten to forty cents, 
and the receipts for a fair-month amount to 
about $3,000. 

A great attraction at the present moment 
at Parisian fairs are the wrestlers. The 
stock in trade, consisting of a big tent, seats, 
wagons, etc., is worth about $1,200. The 
wrestlers are paid from $14 to 16 a week, and 
the “comtois,” or man in the crowd who re- 
sponds to the challenge from the sawdust, is 
maid from $18 to $20. The contracts between 
fhe wrestlers aud the pr og" of the en- 
terprise aré always verbal. In the case of 
phenomena and monstrosities in generala 
written contract is always signed, with the 
phenomena in person if he or she be of age, 
or with the parents in case of minors. The 
terms are generally $40a month, with food, | 
lodging and dress. To this sum must be | 
added fhe “manche,” of proceeds obtained 
by the phenomenon in the interior of the 
booth when he hands round the hat. Ad- 
mission to see phenomena is from 3 to 5 
ceuts, and the receipts of a fair month 
amount to$600 or $500. 

All the material, rolling stock, appliances 
and paraphernalia of the mountebanks are 
mete vee 2 mea at Paris. The artistic adorn- 
mont of the booths—pictures of five-headed 
calves, hairless horses, fat women, skeletons, 
convict gangs, khroumirs, the jaw of Samp- 
son, ete.—is painted, irrespective of the sub- 
ject, at the rate of $2 a square metre. Moun- 
tebank art forms a superior branch of the 
modern art of sign and advertisement paint- 
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ing. 

it might be thought, that the more brilliant 
and the more civilized Paris became the less 
mountebanks and showmen would be toler- 
ated within its walls. Only thirty-five years 
ago the Pont Neuf. and the Boulevard du 
Temple and des Filiés du Calvaire swarmed 
with mountebanks all the year round. This 
is no longer allowed, it is true, but these in- 
teresting members of society have n@geason 
to complain. Atthe new year they are al- 
lowed to invade the boulevards tor three 
weeks; at the time of the national fete they 
again have the run of the town; at dhe gin- 

erbread fair they have two miles of the 
Conloventh at their disposal, and at the fete 
of Neuilly they line the Avenue de la Grande 
Armee from end toend. Then, during the 
summer, they go the rounds of the suburb- 


an communes, and have two grand fetes 


: which the Parisians flock in crowds a 

‘Cloud and in the forest of Saint anda 
Furthermore, extraordinary fetes are being 
organized in Paris, and the mountebanks are 
always invited to lend their did. Only last 
month the pakcees of the Tuileries were oc- 
cupied by the mountebanks for a whole fort- 
night. For that matter, years and years and 
years ago a royal decree was issued permit- 
ting jugglers and mountebanks to enter 
Paris free of tax, provided they showed their 
own skill, or that of their apes, to the keep- 
ers of the city gates; hence the popular ex- 
pression to pay in apes’ money, “payer en 
monnaie de singe,” which, by the way, is 
“tan Se favorite, ceremony with the mounte-

Announcing that the faro, keno and lottery 
shops were all in fall operation again would 
create great excitement and indignation in 
St. Louis. But all the mischief they 
ever didis really going on still in another 
form of gambling, the same old thing under 
a new name, with new devices and under the 
respectable disguise of business speculation, 
How much better are the pool-rooms than the 
policy shops? Were “brace games” of faro 
and unlicensed keno-rooms any more perni- 
cious than the bucket-shops and even some 
higher walks of the option trading business 
are becoming? 

It isa respectable thing to go on ’Change, 
discuss the rise and fall of prices with mer- 
chants and “‘back one’s judgment” by invest- 
ing in margins, and therefore many are 
drawn into this moral maelstrom who never 
would have set foot in a gambling den 
run with closed doors under the ban 
of the law. That the } gambling fever 
thus acquired in most insid- 
ious and fatal form, has recently been 
shown inthe OWEN case at home, and in 
many startling cases throughout the country, 
where bank officers and other custo- 
dias of other people’s money have been led 
by it into courses that have bankrupted their 
friends and patrons and landed them in pen- 
itentiaries or suicidal graves. Whatever 
tempts men with the pleasure of acquisition 
without labor, of getting something for noth- 


is iis 


ing, exercises over them a fascination which 
grows as it enervates and depraves their 
moral natures. Option trading not only does 
this, but does it with the sanction of law and 
under the seal of respectability. The same 
poor classes of wage earners that were wont 
to be fleeced by the gamblers whom the law 
has driven out of the State, are now just as 
shamefully fleeced and drawn into habits of 
and vice by a game which 
fools them with the notion that they 
are buying and selling large quantities 
of wheat with a few dollars, and thereby 
running only the same risks as the merchants 
who have the capital to actually buy and sell | 
grain, When in fact they are only betting on | 
a game which isas much against them and 
as sure to rob the majority of them as any 
game of faro that was ever run. The com- 
binations which raise and depréss prices on 
these margin deals are mainly conspiracies 
as secret and as fraudulent in purpose and 
effect as the most rascally gamblers ever en- 
gagedin. The great mass of investors, the 
“lambs” as they are called, are as helpless as 
sheep before shearers, and their fleeces go to 
swell the gains of a few operators, and pos- 
sibly to bait enough “lucky ones” among the 
outsiders to keep up the supply of victims. 
The sums which the bucket-shop brokers 
earn by a small commission on _ these 
transactions indicate that ten times as 
much money is gambled off in his 
way as changed hands in the now ob- 
solete gambling institutions of this city. 
These commissions are a more tempting prize 
than the profits of faro or keno, and it is not 
to be supposed that the men who get them 
are more scrupulous than faro dealers about 
laying snares for the unwary and holding 
out inducements of secrecy and safe invest- 
ment to clerks, cashiers and other custo- 
dians of trust funds. In fact this particular 
form of gambling has become more wide- 
spread than any other and more fruitful of 
evil, and something should be done to check

its injurious effects. The pretended sale of 
any commodity when actual delivery is not 
contemplated is merely betting, and, as now 
conducted, is having a bad effect upon the 
provision markets, subjecting legitimate 
business to degrading associations and poi- 
soning the public morals and the methods of 
trade. 


GOULD IN POLITICS. 

Mr. JAY GOULD controls a monopoly of 
the telegraph business of the United States, 
and, according to the New York Ierald, has 
just purchased the controlling stock of the 
Tribune,the World,the Mail and Express and 
the Sun,a majority of the seven papers consti- 
tuting, for telegraph news purposes, the.close 
corporation known as the New York Asso- 
ciated Press, his object being to make him- 
self absolute master of the press telegraph 
service, and thus the manager or dictator of 
the newspapers of the country without 
owning them. Thatthe Sun continues to 
fight him vigorously is explained by the fact 
that a written contract gives Mr. Dana ed- 
itorial control of the paper, no matter who 
owns its stock.

This is as openly 
and outrageously in violation of the law as 
the consolidation of the stock would have 
been, and no consolidation could have placed 
the two roads more completely under the 
control of one interest and one management.

PENSACOLA, September 25. 
Hon. Mayor, St. Louis, Mo. 

Sin—I eppeal to the citizens of St. Louis through 
you, as I have done to the cities of Chicago and 
Cincinnati, for aid to the sufferers by yellow fever 
inthis city. Business is practically suspended, 
and in consequence there is muyeh sullering, anong 
the laboring classes especially, and this want is 
rapidly increasing. The fever is assuming 
alarming proportions among the poor whites and 
blacks. Yesterday there were 41 new cases and 6 
deaths, and te-lay up to 5:30 there are OS new cases. 
Our Relief Committee is paying out about $200 
daily ; yesterday $240 for food and medicines, aud 
out of a fund now reduced to about $700. Besides 
this large sums are being disbursed by the Board 
of Health for nurses) and medicines. Our fuads 
are running low and we peed money er su plies. 
All contributions may be scut to W. A.S. Wheeler, 
cashier of the First National Bank, subieet to lay 
order. Ail supplies can be forwarded to the “City 
Relief Conmittee.” in my care. Due acknow)- 
edgment will Le made for whatever aid be ten- 
dered.

Mr. John Pender, the English cabje king, Hon. 
Abram 8. Hewitt, the well-known New York 
Congressman and Mr, Peyton, the private 
secretary of Mr. Pender, arrived at the 
Southern Hotel Sunday morning and since then 
have been seeing St. Louis. 

Myr. Pender’s claim to public attention does not 
rest alone upon the ability with which he mana- 
ges the 60,000 miles of sub-martne telegraph under 


his control. His hospitality and generous 
public spirit, must also taken 
into consideration. The representative the 


Northern berough of Scotland, one of theAargest 
in Great Britain, he is reoognized as one of the 
most popular, as well as powerful, members of the 
English Parliament. His residence, known as “18 
Arlington House,” filled with its many art treas- 
ures, has always been opened to distinguished 
Americans and other forcigners visiting the Eng- 
lish metropolis. This house has a romantic his- 


tory. Originally built by Charles II. for Nell 
Gwynne, it afterwards fell into the hands of 
the Walpoles.

Jts walls are hung with 
paintings by Landseer, Turner, Mills, Leighton, 
Roberts, Stanfield and other members of the Royal 
Academy. 


This i r. Pender’s second visit to the United 


States, his first having been made thirty-five 
years ago. He is an ardent admirer 
of the progress now being made,and of the 


natural resources of the country. He says the 
Southern Hotel of this city is as fine as any he has 
ever seen anywhere on the globe. 

Sunday morning Mr. Pendei’s party took a 
drve through Tower Grove and Forest Parks, 
and arrangements were made to entertain them 
further in the afternoon; but Mr.,;Pender was 
obliged to decline on account of fatigue oc- 
casioned by the long trip in the Cay: 

SHORTLY BEFORE NOON T-DAY, 

the party went by invitation, on “Change, and Mr.

“Then you are pleased with your trip?” 

“Pleased with it, sir! Why, the West is a reve- 
lation tome. Ihad noidea of America before. 
Now take in the first place our ideas of distance. 
Of course knew in a general way that 
it was so many- miles froin one point to 
another, but somehow we English cannot help 
taking England as a unit of measurement. I have 
traveled over-reaches of country in which Eng- 
land could be lost. I don’t believe even you 
Americans yourselves understand how immense 
your countrv is. Just think of traveling for six 
days and nights in a bee line almost through one 
part of the republic, and only a small part of it at 
that.”’ 

“And what do you think of ovr resources?” 

“My dear sir, thatis too large a question to 
answer allat onee. Of course I have been travel- 
ing chiefly over the Northwest, but. the North- 
west is ati empire mitseli. Why. sir, the amouit 
of wheat growing in that country is absolutely 
inarvelous.”

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KEENE ON ACTING. |DIRACT BEAR IN MIND 


How They Trained Young Men and 
Women in Early Days. 


Wrinkles About Fencing---Ameri- 
can Masters of the Art. 


—— 


Women Who Excelled in Broadsword 
Combats. 


Itisarather rare thing to find an actor whose 
views of life are wide enough to look much beyond 
the Stage. Few of them know of anything beyond 
the parts they play and the necessity of bending 
their enerfries upon securing the applause of the 
people. It was a_ positive relief, therefore, 
for the writer to encounter Thos. 
Ww. Keene yesterday, who in the 
course of a conversation showed not only 
a masterly grasp of his art, bot in speaking of the 
various characters and plays considered as be- 
longing to the legitimate, the scholarship of a 
deep student,and also demonstrated that he was as 
familiar with current subjects—philosophy, relig- 
ion, politics, ete—as he ws with the 
technique of his profession, In touch- 
ing upon his own work and remarkable 
success he spoke exceedingly modestly and gener- 
ally turned the mitter into another chu- 
nel. One ofthe subjeets which came up during 
the brief talk was the system ot : 

STAGE TRAINING 

as conducted to-day and that in vogue three years 
ago.
